strikes would he rarve, if not absolutely
fmpossible. Most  of the rallroad

BUILDING AND LOAN ASSUCTATIONS.

The rvecommendation of Hon, Buagene
Moore, state awditor, In his rveport to
the governor, for amendments to the
lnw governing bullding and loan asso.
cintions  was warmly approved by the
convention of  the Nebraskn  State
league.  Auditor Moore urged that the
lnw “be made more speeific and less
enmbersone, the better to ennble a cor-
roct  intorpretation and  enhanee  the
nsefilness” of as=gocintions, The
growih of co-operative hiome building
in the state and throughout the country
commends the movement to the fostor-
Ing eave of leglslivors, BExperionce is
constantly improving on old systems,
So rapld are the changes that lnws of
five and ten years ago are untitted for
the conditions of today, The present
Inw of Nebraska follows too closely the
originnl homestead act of 1873, and re-
striets within narvrow hounds the opern-
tiong of co-operative associations.  Too
riddienl fnnovations, however, should not
he countenanesd.  The wisest plan s
that which experience in the older states
Justitfies and commends,  And there is
an abundance of experlence to draw
from in formulating amendments to the
Nebraska lnw.  The present law 18 open
to many objections, one of which, as
stated by Auditor Moore in an address
before the lengue, i the premiunm bid
system of awarding loans. The re-
stricted holding of shares 18 consldered

too low and should Dbe materinlly in-
creasedl.  In Ohio nnd Pennsylvanina,
where the associntion movement has
venched ts highest development, no

limit is placed on the holding of shaves,
and the fear of elique vontrol, which
suggestied the limitation In Nebraska,
is now shown to be groundless, -
There ought to be no great diffienlty
in securing the desired improvements
in the law, whether in the form of
amendments to the present law or the
ennctment of a comprehensive mens-
tire covering the best features of build-
ing and loan laws of other states. The
majority of legislators arve famillar with
the beneficent influence of co-operative
associantions and may be relled on to
give their support to mensures designed
to encourage their growth and safe-
guard the savings In their keeping.

FOREST PROTECTION AND CULTURIE,

In his last nnnual report the secretary
of the Interior renewed his recommendn-
tlon of legislation which might lay the
foundation for n wise, comprehensive
forestry system to be applied to the
timber upon the publie Innds and forest
rveservations,  He referced to the Dill
introduced at the last session of eon-
gress, which bhad been npproved by the
land office and numerous forestry asso-
clations, and said that the passnge of
some steh measure wonld be a sub-
stantinl stride in the direction of pre-
paring for a forestry system which
would preserve te the people of this
conntry a great product now plentiful,
but from the want of intelligent eure
being rapidly wasted and deplenished.

This measure hus recently been under
consideration in the house, 1t provides
that npon the authority of the secretary
of the interior dead or grown trees may
he removed In order to promote the
growih of the young timber. The
seeretary Is puthorized to establish rega-
lutions by which the trees selected for
felling shall be appralsed and turned
over in lhnited guantities to the several
purchasers. The money arising from
the saleé of the wood s to be applicd to
the calture  and preservation  of the
forests, If parts of the forest reservi-
tions prove better fitted for agriculiure
than for timber culture the preshdent
mny, on the recommendation of the see-
vetary of the Interlor, restore them by
proclimation to the public domain for
homestend settlement. A good deal of
opposition to  the measure was de-
veloped, 1t was declaved by s op-
popents to be o scheme to facilitate the

Industry of the thober thieves and it
wis  urged that i these depredators
were permitted 1o enter  the foresis

under this legislation they would soon
corrupt the sgents of the land office
amd  pursue  thelr work  of desolation
with fmpunity,  According (o officinl
statement, during the ten years between
1880 and 1800 thaber o the value of
more than 564,000,000 has been unlaw-
fully cut on the public domain and the
depredation stlll goes on,  The ultimate
result everybady can see. The western
reservictions will within the e tlhne
of a generation be dennded of timber,
The secretury of the interlor says in his
report:  “In view of the large pnwnber
of depredations upon these reserves it
seems imperative that congress should
approprinte suficient money (o place at
least one superintendent upon  ecach
reserviation and upon the larger reserves
to provide him with a suficient number

of assistants o prevent  the publie
property  from  belng  wantonly  de-
stroyed.”  There are some cogent

uipasures agalonst the proposed legisla-
tlon, but there is also good reasou to

belleve TH&F s operntion wonld give
better protection to the forests of the
publie domain than they now have, amd
in view of the fact that it has been ap:
proved by the secretary of the interior
and ihel §o commissioner we ihink
t‘ﬂﬂl.‘."l't'*-tﬁ-i.’ it #afely ndopt It With all

Is provided that this commission shall
prepare codes of sabsiantive law upon
subjects of commercial and mercantile
Inw, and especially the law upon sales
and sellers” lens, stoppage In transity,
the  Uabilfty of carvlers, negotiable
paper, the making and exeention of
devds and  the lnw of domestic rela-
tlong, fnelading mareinge aml divorde,
and upon such other topies of the lnw
us to which i may seem desirable to
the cominigsioners that there should be
unitormity thronghout the conntry and
to prepare codes of eivil procedure and
criminal procedure for the courts of the
United Stites, Drafie of proposed lnws
are to be sabmitted to the commis.
sloners of the several states and terel
tories that have appointed or may hore-
after appolut commissioners on uniform
lnws for thelr adviee and co-operation.
The Important object of this measure
is to have some uniform peactiee in the
grent commercial states regarding con
merelal matiers, It 18 urged that the
way In which the conntry knit to
gether and the prompiness of communi

is

catlon over intersiate voutes make it
desirable o put an end to the wide
differcnces both In gtamte Inw and the

interpretation by the eourts of the sintes
of the lnw merchant,  Socle questions
as those of the delivery of seeuarvity for
4 debt after the creation of the debt.
the lability of o first endorser on 2
note ns co-maker, the liability of com-
mon  earviers ad  the wmanner of ae-
knowledsing deeds, are constnntly caus-
ing annoyanee beenusge the decisions in
different states vary so from those in
other stutes or in the supreme conrt of
the United States,  Some progress in
the direefion of uniformity has been
mude by the meetings of state railroad
commissioners  held annually in Wash-
ton under the nuspices of the Interstate
Commerce commission, nnd it is desired
to contingye this system of recommend-
ing the hest lnws in other commercial
relatlons,

1t Is sugeested as not unlikely that
gome of thd lawyers who will appear
before the heuse judiciary committee
in advoeney, of the bill will advoeate
direct fc:lt‘-nil'}_t-glﬂlulipu' on certnin sub-
jects and open up a véry broad ques-
tion as to the extent and scope of
foderal popvere It Is maintained in some
quartérs that the pgwer of congress-to
regulate  coimerce hgtwedn  the states
cn be extenledl to cover such subjects
a8 the linbility of common enrriers when
engaged in interstate commerce, and
the validity of commercial paper and all
commercinl transactions between parties
who are citizens of different states.
This would be such a long stride in
the direction of centralization that it
is Hkely to cause a lively debate in
committee and a deal of opposition If
it is proposed in. the house The
question of uniform Iaws among the
siates, particularly upon subjects of
commercial and mercantile law, has re-
celved attention for several years past
from the Nationnl Bar asocintion and
there can be no doubt about its im-
portance. EUniformity in the commercial
law of the various states of the union
would certninly be in the interest of a
more prompt and better administration
of justice, while it would simplify the
work of business men and their legal
ndvisers.

The State Board of Transportation
asks Governor Crounse to recominend in
his fortheoming message that the legls-
lnture shall make an appropriation to
cover the expense of appealing from the
deeision of Justice Brewer in the mnxi-
minm rate ciase,  So far so good,  Small
favors thankfully received. 1f the board
would now urge the governor to recom-
mend that the legislnture shall dispense
with two of its three secretaries who
are drawing $2,000 0 year for doing
nothing except helping 10 set up pins
for ratlrond politicluns, poacking priton-
ries and conventions and furnishing
rallvond organs with ready-made mo-
nopoly editorials, they would place the
taxpayers of the state under some obll-
gatlons. One secretary is all the stute
board needs, In view of the fact that It
hus no other functions than to register
the ediets of the rallroad manngers,

It has come to be a custom to elect
lnwyers, furgers, laboring men  and
professionn)’ peiiticigas to seats In the
state legiglatjre.  Little interest s
shown in baging the great body of
buginess men sproperly represented in
our stalge la'ﬂ"‘mnkiug body, vet there
I8 no interest s lmportant as the trade
interest.

WASHINGTON, December 16,
Speculation is rife In army circles now as
to who will e the oholee of the president In
the appointment of n Judge advooate pgeneral
to A1 the vacancy which will be cansed by the
retirement on the 224 inst, of General David
G. Qwalm, now Judge advocate generdl, with

the rank of brigudier general,  The most
prominent candldaies are Joseph 13, Doe of
Wigronsn, who 18 al present the assistant

socretary of war, amnd Asslstant Judge Advo-

cate General G, Norman Lisber, who bhas
besn, since July, ISS84, acting os Judge ad
vooats general. It ls absolutely Imposgible to

tell at present who will be selected by the
presidont for the appointment, as he hag not
yer given any Intimuation as w who wil be
hig cholee In the matter, While a-good deal
has been =ald and done by the frlends of Mr.
Doe In urging his appointment, it s not st
all likely that the president will choose a
clvilian, who has had no record as a soldier
and consequently would not be specinlly fitted
for the position. And then It s Improbable
that the appointment will be made over the
lieads and over the rank of the old and ex
perienced soldlers who have a record upon
which to base thelr cluimse, The strongest
argument which has been put forth in favor
aof the appointment of Colonel Licber is, that,
while noiing as judge advocate general in
the absence of General Swalm, he has hoe-
come thoroughly familiar with the workings
of the ofice and fts dQuties anid hence I8 pe-
aullarly ftted for the pogition and would be
the right man for ithe appointment. The-
aldes, it Is urged, that to give the appoint
ment o another Instead o promoting Col-
onel Lieher would be extremely discourteots
to that oMeer, In view of .the fact that he
has been doing the work of lls superior for
#0 many years, although not receiving the
benefits of the rank nor receiving the pay of
that grade. So that it appenars at present
s i Colonel Lieber is the person who will
be solected (o be the dext jodge advocate
general.
PIROMOTIONS TO FOLLOW.
O course, If Colonel Lieber, or, In [act, any

other colonel in the army, shall be ap-
pointed, the change will result in’ several
promotlens in the lower grddes. On the

other land, were Mr, Doe to be the person
chosen for the position no chunges in the
line wouldl result. However, taking [for
granted that the appointment as judge ad-
voeata general will go to Colonel  Licber, a
few predictions can be safely made as Lo
some of the consequent changes In the lower
grades,  Lideutenant Colonsl William Win-
throp will be made colonel, vice Liober, and
Munjor Edward Hunter will go up to the lieu-
tenant coloneley, viee Winthrop. These two
promotions will be made on account of the
senlority of rank of the individuals, As a
result of these two promotions thers will be
o vacancy in the grade of major. This ap-
pointment will also le with the president,
upon whose cholee It depends. There are
now ahout forty applicints for this position.
Among the number {s First Lieutenant Enoch
H. Crowder of the Eighth cavalry, who s
now weling judge advocate of the Depart-
ment of the Platte. As with the appoint-
ment of & Judge advocate general, it Is Im-
possible also to foretell who will be pro-
moted o the majority, While it will not be
safe to say that Lieutenant Crowder will be
made major, it can be stated with assurance
that his chances for the position are most
oxcellent.
